The increase In motorcar registra- 


tions and revenue* In the 
f United 


States during the past dozen years 
represents some Interesting compari- 
sons.

In 1906 the total registrations were ap- 
proximatelj -18,000 cars, paring a gross 
revenue of about $198,000, or roughly
